literacy problem, although the total 
number of nativ e illiterates in 19 20 
shows a marked decrease as compared 
with the number in 19 10 and 19 00. 
That 
the 3,000,000 
citizens 
of 
the 
United States who are unable to read 
and write constitute a challenge to 
American education is the contention 
of the United States bureau of educa­ 
tion in a recent report, and that the 
immediate ex tension of adequate pro­ 
grams of adult elementary education 
would insure a marked reduction of 
illiterates in the census of 1920. 
In May , 19 25. the federal commis­ 
sioner of education sent a question­ 
naire on elementary education in Eng­ 
lish and citizenship for adults to ev ery 
state superintendent of education in 
the United States. 
Returns were re­ 
ceiv ed from 44 of the states and from 
Alaska, the Virgin islands, Canal Zone 
and Hawaii. 
The returns showed that the stu­ 
dents enrolled in classes for adult il­ 
literates ¡md adult foreign horn in 
25 
states 
numbered 
approx imately 
28 6,000 in 19 24. 
In addition to the 28 0,000 students 
recorded officially from the 25 states, 
there are undoubtedly 50,000 adults 
enrolled in classes in the larger cities 
of those states, which hav e not pro­ 
v ided state leadership for this work;

Louis, Baltimore, Trenton, New Or­ 
leans and Milwaukee. 
“ This grand total of more than 330,-

the past five y ears, and the general 
outlook for the nation is most promis­ 
ing. 
“ The 19 20 federal census shows tlmt 
ev ery state in the Union lias more 
than 10,000 foreign-horn adult and na­ 
tiv e illiterates. 
Thirty -four states to 
• date hav e recognized the importance 
! and the need of public-school programs 
i for adults needing elementary civ ic 
I instruction and hav e enacted legisla- 
! tion fav oring tlds work. It is slgnifi 
j cant to note, howev er, that in only 
I 27 of these states has the work been 
i recognized by the state department of 
j education as deserv ing the serv ices of 
i a superv isor on full time or part time. 
“ The rapid dev elopment and ex pan- 
i sion of adult programs In these states 
where trained leaders hav e been ap- 
j pointed in the department of educa­ 
tion prov e the v alue and need for per­ 
sonal leadership in the 25 states and 
territories where no professional lead­ 
ership has been prov ided. 
“ Financial aid to local communities 
j conducting adult classes is provided 
by 27 states."
